I am very decidedly opposed to the Bay Cities' proposition for 


the following reasons: 


' 
THE CERTAINTY 'OF LITIGATION. 


The rights of those claiming adversely to the Bay Cities are open- 


ly announced and the law suits resulting may last ten, possibly twenty 
years. 
No one denies the probability of litigation. Does any sane 


man in his own business buy a law suit? I think not. It is said the 
proposed indemnity bond will protect the city. 


In my opinion the amount is too large, the interests at stake too 


extensive and the period of time 'Over which the litigation may extend 
jo long, to depend on any indemnity bond. 


; 
INCREASED TAXATION. 


With two competing water systems, the reduction of water rates 


to a nominal figure is inevitable. While the income from the new sys- 


tem" is thus reduced to practicably nothing, the expenses of running.jt

j will remain the same. .

In addition to this, the interest on the new bonds must be paid 


and the 2^ per cent annually for redemption. 


This would increase tax rates to a total of nearly four per cent per 


annum,

It is like throwing -six millions in the air on a venture, the out- 


come of. which is problematical, and which at best assures a heavy 
lokd of taxation for many years to come.

Having to meet a deficit for the water plant out of the general 


revenue, there will be nothing to expend on the streets or for any 
municipal betterments. 
We will be in no position to issue bonds for 


improvements even if we could afford to do so, and in consequence the 
city would be dragged along dirty arid dilapidated behind a losing 
water plant that crippled every energy in the city. 


I believe the result would 'be disastrous. Present conditions may 


not be satisfactory, but the conditions to come under the proposed 
scheme would be infinitely worse.

Chief Naval Constructor Capps has been an active and" consistent 


partisan of the private shipyards ev.er since his elevation to the head of 
the construction bureau, but it was ha.rdly expected that Secretary 
Morton would appear as an advocate for the same interests. His ac- 
tion in going before the Naval Committee of ,the House and arguing 
against the appropriation for Mare Island is disappointing. If this 
appropriation is defeated the collier \\hich Congress directed should 
be built there will have to be constructed by contract in a private 
yard. Although the committee struck out the item at the suggestion 
of Secretary Morton there is yet hope that It -will be -restored to the 
bill as the California delegation will present a united front when the 
bill is reported. If the effort fails in the House, Senator Perkins will 
make a resolute attempt to get the item restored in the Senate. It is 
time the public understood wh} there is such a persistent effort to 
drive original construction work out of the Government yards, and also 
the reasons which prompt the withholding appropriations for equipping 
the na.vy yards with appliances for all classes of work. It is to compel 
the letting out of all marine construction on Government account out 
at contract. 
Private interest is being placed above public policy, and 


it has once again proved its power to dictate official recommendation.

It must be said to the credit of Representative Bell that he is

The Pith of the Proposition. 


We agree uith much in the following quotation from the Colusa 


Sun, but there ?re other points to consider. 


"We certainly agree with the OAKLAND TRIBUNE that it is 


no more the duty of the State to build levees than irrigating ditches, 
but it is the duty of the State to help the landowners build both. Main- 
taining the channel of the river and building levees are inseparable on 
the Sacramento river. Governor Pardee thought it imperative, in the 
interest of navigation, to keep the river in its channel at Butte sloughr 
where there had been no change since Columbus discovered America, 
and where there was no difficult} whatever with navigation, and if he 
was right in that he, must cert?.mly hold that the State must keep the 
river in its channel, where it is necessary to do so in order to scour 
out the hydraulic mining debris put there under the encouragement of 
the State. The Commission of Engineer has said Uiat confining the riv- 
er in its channel was the onh wav to clear the river of its debris and 
it seems that the whole people h?-ve acquiesced in that opinion. Then 
with the Butte slough work in Ins mind where is Governor Pardee to 
draw the line?" 


The maintenance and improvement of the river channels for navi- 


gation purposes is a dut\ devolving upon the National Goiernmeut 
In a general \\a\ the State should ?,ssist in controlling the river in 
furtherance of both land recFamation and navigation, but the cost of 
reclamation should primanl) and chiefly fall upon those who are to 
be directly benefitted. 
To what extent the State should assist is an 


open question. Certainl} the average citizen will object to the propo- 
sition rather boldly advanced that the principal burden should fall 
upon the taxpayers at large. 
Unfortunately the scheme of reclama- 


tion for the lo\\ lands of the Sacramento and its, immediate affluants has 
become involved vuth a large question of public policy relating to-the 
free navigation of the deep wa'ter channels of San Pablo and San 
Francisco bays. Dredge mining on the Feather and American rivers 
is sending down a mass of silt in the waters carried into Suisun bay, 
and djking the river into a narrow and deep channel threatens to hur- 
ry this artificially created silt together \\ith the natural wash from the 
xiplands into the lower bays to the serious detriment of general naviga- 
tion and the permanent injury of the anchorage grounds of the port of 
San Francisco. C?.,n the State and National Governments consistently 
expend money to achieve a result so obviously opposed to public pol- 
icy and so seriously affecting the marine commerce centering in San 
Francisco bay? 


Practically the owners of the lands to be reclaimed would be the 


only beneficiaries of such a proceeding while the Nation and the State 
at large, particularly the cities of San Francisco, Oakland and Vallejo, 
would suffer to an enormous extent 
Neither Congress nor the Legis- 


lature -will consent to vote money to aid any scheme of private land 
reclamation that will shift the settling ground of the sand a,ncl sediment 
from the shallow reaches of Suisun ba> to the navigable channels for 
deep water ships below Carqumez straits. The Government will not 
spend money to fill up the deep waterways that the water may be kept 
off the lands of private persons. This proposition is a perfect!} plain 
one, and cannot be obscured or thrust into the background by loose 
generalization or -verbose technical discussion of river improvement. 


We find this bit of social philosophy in the St. Louis Globe-

Carnegie's Library Benefactions. 


In his address at the dedication of a new library building for Be- 


loit College, Horace White, the eminent New York publicist, gave a, 
summary of the gifts made by Andrew 'Carnegie for library purposes 
that is an admirable answer to thq attacks on the retired steel king 
recently made by Marie Corelli, the English novelist. 
Miss Corelli 


has been sneering at Mr. Carnegie's philanthropy and questioning 
the value of his gifts to the public. One of her chief criticisms is that 
Mr. Carnegie gives money to erect buildings but nothing for the 
purchase of books. Buildings, however, are as -necessary as books, 
and the charge is not literally true, for Mr. Carnegie has given large 
•sums for the endowment of certain libraries, notably the one at Pitts- 
burg. 


Mr. White said Mr. Carnegie's private secretary had compiled 


for him statistics showing that up to the present time Mr. Carnegie 
has given or pledged himself to give 1,290 library buildings to the 
English speaking people. 
Of these, 779 are in the United States. 


The aggregate cost of these buildings is $39,323,240 of which $29,094,- 
080, or practically three-fourths of the whole, has been expended in 
this country, about 6 million dollars in England, about two million 
dollars in Scotland and $1,475,500 in Canada. The proportion of the t 
total population which Mr. Carnegie has supplied with library facili-l A reliable eyebiower grower is coin- 
ties is, for the aggregate of the English-speaking race, a little more' 
than 18 per cent, and that is the percentage for the United States, for 
England and for Canada, taken separately, 
This means that 18 in 


each 100 persons, in all and in each, of these countries have free and 
convenient access to books by reason of Mr. Carnegie's beneficence. 


It is quite beside the point to criticize the methods by which Mr. 


Carnegie obtained his wealth in discussing the disposition he is mak- 
ing of it. He has gained his wealth and it is his to dispose of as he sees 
fit, therefore the method of acquiring it is not in issue. Many of us 
may think we could spend it more wisely and to the better advantage 
of the public than Mr. Carnegie is doing, but that is of small moment 
because Mr. Carnegie has got it and we have not. He is dissipating 
an immense private fortune in a way that does no harm even if it 
does not promote the greatest good it could be applied to. If it feeds 
his vanity somewhat to erect imposing library buildings a good is ac-, 
complished and no harm done to anybody. He contributes" to" the in- 
struction and enjoyment of millions; indirectly he fosters a, love for lit- 
erature and promotes the spread of knowledge.

j;es America and Mr. Carnegie's American ideas; she feels insult- 


'so much respect is paid to Mr. Ca,rriegie's wealth in Great 


fand she, perhaps, feels an unconscious twinge of jealousy that 


so much of it is expended in the United States.

be unread if not wholly forgotten.

PRIVATE CAR MONOPOLY. 


In an interview which was printed in the Chicago Record-Herald, 


Chas. A. Prouty, interstate commerce commissioner, said that when the 
Santa Fe and Southern Pacific were competing for business in Cali- 
torma 'cars were furnished promptly and fruit was transported to 
Chicago in seven days. "Then," he added, "came a practical divis- 
ion of the business with the exclusive car contract between Armour 
and the Southern Pacific and the exclusive use of Santa Fe refriger- 
ator cars on that line, and what is theyresult? It now takes the fruit 
anywhere from 8 to 10 days to arrive in Chicago, and it frequently 
gets here in bad shape." 


Turning to a different territory we find George F. Mead, a Boston 


member of the national league of commission merchants, declaring 
that $100 is charged for icing a refrigerator car from the Missouri 
river to the eastern seaboard, when in his judgment, $25 would be am- 
ple. In Mr. Mead's opinion the private car lines- can ruin men and 
even states by their traffic rates. He says that the car line company 
known as Armour & Co. virtually controls the price of perishable food 
products in this country. 


Still another witness is Charles B. Ayers, president of the nation- 


al league of commission merchants: 
In an address at New Orleans 


he said. "We will continue to charge the limit we think the public Tng 
will stand, and if you are not satisfied to pay our toll for the privilege 
of living you can let .your goods rot, as you must do business with us 
or quit, is what the Armour exclusive contracts mean." 


Readers who are not directly concerned in shipping may get some 


idea of the intensity of the feeling against the private car lines from 
this comment, and they should know that it represents the sentiment 
of thousands who are immediately and consciously affected. That is 
why the storm is rising so high, and it is a safe prediction that it will 
never be quelled until there is a marked change in conditions. 


Congress may or may not revise the tariff; may or may not pass 


legislation looking to regulation of railroad rates, but one thing cer- 
tainly will be done, the annual consignment of flower and vegetable 
seeds will be sent out to anxious constituents in every State in the 
Union.—Chicago Record Herald.

FIGHT ITALIANS 


NEW YORK, Jan. 2S.—A gang of 200 


men who had waited in West Forty-first; 
street from early in the morning until 
late at. night to get work shovelling snow 
'or the city and had seen gang after gang 
of Italians employed finally 
lost 
pa- 


tience and began a series of attacks on 
the Italians. 
They punched and kicked 


the Italians, tooK away their shovels, 
picks and scrapers and broke the tools. 


The men were enraged because they 


claimed the Italians got the jobs, some 
by paying to Padrones 25 cents each and 
others Dy paying five cents an hour for 
every hour they -worked. The shovellers 
receive 25 ,cents an hour and it was as- 
certained later that the -Padrone- story 
was true. Many of the thinly clad and 
hungry men, waiting hour after hour in 
line, saw themselves passed over again 
and again because they .did' not have .25 
cents to pay the Padrone. 
Some were 
homeless, others had wives and children 
who were waiting for them, -to bring 
home food.

When word -was sent tcr the waiting 
ones that no more men would fee hired 
until Saturday, they marched on the 
Italians in a body. 
There -were eighty 
in the first party attacked and most of 
.them took to their heels. The few who 
did resist were badly beaten. 
The attackers were dispersed by the 
police .but got together" .again and con- 
tinued their work.

Bill to Govern the Water-Front 


Passes in Review of the Chief 


Executive of State. 


[Special to THE TRIBUNE,] 


. SACRAMENTO, January 
28.—The

paid by "W. R. Davis of Oakland and 
'presented to 
Governor . Pardee for 


"consideration, the subject 
being a 


iSoard of Harbor Commissioners for 
Oakland. The measure was presented 
•to the Governor by Senator Leavitt. 


V 
COMPOSITION. 


The Mil provides that the Board of 


'State Harbor Commissioners for the 
icity of Oakland shall consist of three 
-;±nembers. 
They shall be appointed 


3>y the Governor and shall hold office 
•lor two years. 
One of 
them 
shall 


«erve for two years, one for 
three 


;years and one for four years from the 
i6ate of their respective commissions 
»nd until their successors are quali- 
:fled. 
The commissioners, thereafter, 


Shall be appointed by the Governor for 
•lour years. AH vacancies 
shall 
be 


^filled in the same manner. In the event 
of vacancy in the position of a com- 
missioner, the vacancy shall be filled, 
the appointee to hold" office only for 
the unexpired portion of such' term. 
The commissioner first appointed for 
four years, and then after his succes- 
sor, shall be president of the execu- 
tive officer of the Board. 
He shall j 


supervise the official conduct of all 
its officers and employes especially in 
.the collection, custodj- and disburse- 
ments of all revenues -and require all 
"ibooks, papers and accounts to be ac- 
curately kept and in proper form and 
see that all the provisions of la.iv and 
regulations of the Board be enforced 
and observed. 


No person shall be eligible to the 


office of commissioner unless he be a 
resident of the City of Oaklan'd. 


MATTER OF BONDS. 


The president of the Board must 


give an official bond In the sum 
of 


$20,000 and each of the other commis- 
sioners, in the sum ot $10,000. 
This 


'bond must must be approved by a 
•written endorsement by the Governor 
and State Treasurer. 
Within fifteen 


:'days thereafter, the commissions must 
tie filed with the Secretary of State. 
The commissioners shall not be sure- 
ties for one another. No officer of the 
State nor member of the Legislature 
shall be accepted as surety on these 
Ibonds. The Board shall appoint a sec- 
retary who shall be Chief Wharfinger 
and such a number of assistant whar- 
fingers as they may deem necessary. 
These officers shall hold for a term of 
four years, but may be removed for 
cause on sustained charges affecting 
their official integrity or competency. 
.The order for stich removal must be 
placed upon the record^ of the meet- 
ings of the Board. 
In case of vac- 


ancy in such offices, the Board shall 
appoint successors for a term of four 
years. 


CHIEF WHARFINGER. 


The Secretary and Chief Wharfinger 


Shall collect such rates 
of dockage, 


wharfage, cranage and tolls as the 
Board may establish. He shall keep 
all moneys paid into the office, and be 
responsible for the same and all the 
.'books and papers of the Board. 
Be- 


fore the flfth day of each month, he 
imust make a statement to the State 
Controller under oath, of the money

The Board, when necessary may em- 


ploy an engineer at a per diem not to 
exceed ten dollars for each-day actual- 
ly employed.

BRING LAW SUITS. 


The Commissioners may institute 


and prosecute to final "judgment in the 
name of the people of California, for 
the possession of any part of the lands, 
later described, or for the enforcement 
of any agreement, lease or contract en- 
tered into by the Commissioners in be- 
half of the state by virtue of thla 
measure or any general or special' 
law or for the collection of any money 
due or may become due, 


OBSTRUCTIONS. 


The Board may also remove all un- 


lawful obstructions on the wharves or 
streets leading thereto or upon adja- 
cent private property after a notice 
by the wharfinger for five days 
has 


been posted upon the same. 


A very important feature of the bill 


Is found in Section 5, which runs as 
follows: 


HOLD OF WATER. 


"In order to carry out the purpose 


of this act and subject to the provis- 
ions and limitations set for the therein, 
said Board shall have possession and 
control of so much and such parts of 
the creek or estuary of San Antonio 
and of the Bay of San Francisco as the 
State of California or the «ty of Oak- 
land has, or may have, the right of 
possession or control of in the Coun- 
ty of Alameda and within tne follow- 
ing described limits o*. Doundc-ries to 
wit: 
e 


"First—Within so much 
of 
said 


Estuary, from its mouth to thr> east- 
ern end thereof and up the north end 
thereof to the Twelfth street dam, as 
lies below or waterward from, the line 
or lines of ordinary high tide as the 
same existed May 4, 1S52, and within 
the present city limits of the city of 
Oakland. 


"Second—Within that part 
of the 


Bay of San Francisco bounded on the 
eastern side by the line of ordinary 
high-tide, as the same existed May 14, 
1852;'on the western side of the pier- 
head line as established by the Gover- 
ment of the United States .on 
the 


eastern side of said Bay, northerly 
from the north jetty, or training wall, 
at and near the mouth of said Estuary; 
on the southern end of said north jetty, 
or training wall; and on the northern 
end 
by 
the 
original 
northeastern 


boundry line of the Town of Oakland 
as located and denned in the act of the 
Legislature of said state incorporating 
said town, approved May 4, 1852." 


MAY USE STREETS. 


The Commissioners shall have the 


right, In addition to the control over 
the premises to use for loading and 
landing merchandise the portion of 
streets of Oakland ending or fronting 
upon the waters of said bay and estu- 
ary as may be used for ^ch purposes 
without obstructing the same as thor- 
oughfares. 


CONSTRUCTING WHARVES. 


The Commissioners svittH construct 


such numbers of 
wharves as 
the 


wants of commerce shall require and 
shall locate such' wharves 
at 
such 


points and upon such 
lines as 
the 


Board may deem most suitable for the 
best interests of commerce. They shall 
maintain and repair wharves 
and 


thoroughfares as the wants of com- 
merce may»'require .and generally to 
erect all such improvements as may be 
necessary for the safe landing, loading 
and protection of merchandise and the 
convenience of passengers. 


ASK FOR BIDS. 


When a new wharf is to be erected, 


or any necessary improvement i§ to 
be constructed or -repairs made in 
dredging machines etc., the cost of 
which will exceed 5500, they will ad- 
vertise for bids in one or more of the 
daily papers of Oakland for not less 
than ten days. 


SEA-WALL AND DREDGING. 


The Board may -construct such har- 


bor embankment and seawall as shall 
be necessary to protect the harbor. 
It may also dredge such number" of 
slips and docks .as Hie-commerce of 
the part may require to a depth that 
will admit of the easy and free in- 
gress and egress of all.. classes of 
water craft that load and diflcharge <^.r- 
goes at the wharves. 


The Board is authorized to purchase 


ana 
construct 'dredging machines, 


scows, steam tujs and'•' otJier neces- 


sary machinery and to employ men 
for operating trie same. 


DREDGING AND DOCKAGE: 


.When rany portion of the territory 


named ..shall be , dredged, the . sand, 
mud, and other substance;'shall .be; de- 
posited in a place designated: by the 
Board.

All classes .of water craft that use 


or make fast to. any wharf and lands 
or loads any goods therefrom, 
must 


pay the ..commissioners such'rates of 
dockage as may be decided upon. For 
the landing or /loading of goods in 
slips, docks or basins, the rates shall 
be one-half the regular rate of dock- 
age.

PENALITIES, 


A vessel which shall leave any wharf 


or p.ier, unless- forced to do so by 
stress of weather, without first pay- 
ing the dockaige dues frurr. such ves- 
sel, shall be liable to pay double the 
regular rates. 
; 


The. charge for wharfage tolls shall 


be a lien oh all merchandise landed 
and the goods may ie'held to secure 
the payment of the saml. ' 


CONTRACTS. 


A contract which creates a liability 


must be. signed by all the members 
of the Board and countersigned by 
the Secretary. This-subject is treated 
more in detail in Section 7, as fol- 
lows: 


"No contract involving the payment 


of money shall be made by said com- 
missioners except subject to the pro- 
visions of Section 19, of this act, un- 
less the amount then to the credit of 
the 'Oakland Improvement Fund, to- 
gether with the income and revenue 
estimated' to accure up to the time o£ 
the maturity- of such contract, over 
and above the current expenses of the 
commission, be sufficient to meet the 
payments tfl become dv««; thereon; pro- 
vided that if the work to be -done is 
the construction of a new wharf, pier, 
dock, bulkhead or breakwater and its 
appurtenances, the Board may 
lease 


said pierv! dock, wharf, bulkhead, or 
breakwater and its appurtenances as 
below provided for, for a period not 
exceeding fifteen years, for an amount 
not less than the cost of constructing 
said work, the rents therefrom to be 
applied, so far as necessary in pay- 
ment for:the cost of such construction- 
and said. Board may provide in the 
contracts of lease for the same that- 
the rents therefrom shall be so applied. 


COMPETITIVE LEASES. 


"All leases hereunder shall -be made 


upon competitive bids after due public 
notice published daily for not less than 
ten'days in a newspaper printed and 
published in the city of Oakland, in- 
viting proposals or bids tnerefor, and 
shall be awarded to the. highest and 
best responsible bidder, and in case 
of improvementgi to the person who 
will pay the amount required to con- 
struct such improvement or the great- 
est amount. above that sum and ex- 
ecute and take a lease thereof for the 
'shortest period of time, such payments 
to be secured and made a-c such times 
and.in such amounts as will meet all 
payments falling due fop the con- 
struction of such work or works." 


: FIVE YEAR LEASES. 


The commissioners shall have 
the 


right to lease parcels of the water- 
front lands for not longer than five 
years,j No lease to any one firm or cor- 
poration shall be made for more than 
300 feet in width of frontage, 
the 


leased land to be of uniform width 
and extending waterward 
on lines 


parallel to the streets of Oakland lead- 
ing toward the leased parcels. 
The 


payment of leases shall be monthly or 
bi-monthly. No lease is to interfere 
with the streets of Oakland. . 


DEPOSITS AND REPORTS. 


Receipts of the office, save the ex- 


pense of the same and cost of dredg- 
ing, cleaning .wharves etc, shall "be sent 
monthly to the. State Treasury, cred- 
ited to the Oakland Harbor Improve- 
ment Fund. 
• • 


Before the first of November, 1906, 


the Board 'sliall report to the Governor 
all moneys received .and expended. Bi- 
ennial .reports will be made later. 


! HEAVY 'FINE. . 


Violation, of the provisions of the 


Act or of the lawful regular.ons of the 
Board, shall be punishable by a fine 
of $500 or imprisonment in the city 
jail for not less than. 10 days, or by 
both flne and imprisonment. 


No person .who is not an elector .or 


who is interested in any vessel sailing 
the Bay of San Francisco shall -"be 
elegtble to any .position on or in the 
gift.of the Board. 


No tolls shall ,be collected from 


travelers or their vehicles nor'for do- 
mestic supplies under 100 pounds.

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Mayor Schmitz and the QuieR Re- 


moval of Commissioner Hutton. The 


Wm. Greer Harrison's Stand on 
Prize Fighting in San Francisco. 


SAN FRANCISCO, January 28.—The dramatic manner in which-May- 


or Schmitz disposed, of Police Commissioner Hutton is certainly the most 
sensational incident of the week on this side of the bay. 


It was a well-known fact that Hutton was to go sooner or later;-but . 


•very few people imagined that the Mayor would take such an extremely 
picturesque method of consigning his enemy to oblivion. 


The charges against Hutton were originally sprung about six months 


ago by Attorney George D. Collins who claimed to have a number of affi- 
davits that would ruin Hutton in the community if they ever got into type. 
These affidavits were turned over to the Mayor by Collins. - I understand ' 
that Schmitz debated for a long time the advisability of using these charges 
as the excuse for the dismissal of Hutton; but the Police Commissioner was 
so notoriously allied with the enemies of the administration that the Mayor 
finally decided to go after Hutton with a club. 


To further humiliate the Police Commissioner, I am told he is >to lose 


his job as attorney for the City Front Federation. Williams, the president 
of this central labor body, which represents 8000 men, is extremely friendly 
with Abe Ruef. He was RueE's candidate for the job against Michael Casey, 
the late Commissioner of Public Works. 


I think Hutton's statement printed by the evening papers- on Thurs- 


day relative to the great number of opportunities afforded him to graft, will 
react in favor of Schmitz. In the first place Hutton declares that all along 
he knew that boodle was being used to accomplish illegitimate ends. Now, 
if Hutton was aware that soundless argument was in vogue, why didn't he 
announce that fact. If he was aware that public officials were being bribed 
right and left, the silence which he maintained until his ejection from office 
may be interpreted as the compounding of a felony. 


I remember the day Hutton was appointed Police Commissioner. 


Schmitz elected him for this job at the instance of Andrew Furuse'th of the 
Sailors' Union and several other labor leaders intimately associated with 
matters along the water front. The day he was appointed I was sitting in the 
Bohemian Club with a number of prominent shipping men. 


The antagonism of many of the most prominent members of the Bo- 


hemian Club to labor unions was, and is still, notorious. Practically all of 
Schmitz' appointments up to that time were roundly denounced by the mem- 
bers, but Hutton seemed to be more than acceptable to the ship owners. 


At that time Mr. Hutton was the attorney for the Sailors' Union, and 


during the course of events, frequently carne in contact with the shippers. 
These ship owners seem to think that Mr. Hutton was far more in sympathy 
with them than with the Sailors' Union. 


Hutton has a faculty for getting into trouble. First, his wife left him 


and there was a suit for divorce. Then there were a" lot of stories published 
about an"effort:to control Mrs. Hutton's private fortune which amounted to 
something like $40,000.

The stories of his affairs with the :i'air sex have .been whispered ever 


since his going into office. 
But as a rule they were vague. The Schmitz 


people declare that Hutton's antagonism to the French restaurants grew out 
of the refusal of some of the proprietors of these places to give him informa- 
tion relative to the gentlemen with whom his alleged lady'friend kept'cotn- 
pany.

I know that Ruef has been trying to get.something definite on Hutton 


for over six months. About that time a well-known sporting man wandered 
into Finnigan's saloon, on the corner of Larkin street and Golden Gate ave- 
nue, and entered into a general conversation with>the proprietor, William 
Finnigan, who is supposed to have a great drag with the Board of Police 
Commissioners. 
Hutton's. name -happened' to be dropped by the sporting

"Oh, nothing, except that he is a great ladies' man," replied the other. 
And there the matter, dropped. 
The next day, however, Finnigan called on the sporting man and asked 


The 
sportin'g man replied that he had not and wanted to know why Finnigan 
desired the information. Finnigan answered that some friends of his were ' 
anxious to make trouble for Hutton.

nights ago by the speech of William Greer -Harrison delivered before the 
legislative committee '.on public morals at Sacramento. 


The anti-prizefight bill was the text for Mr. Harrison's address.' He is

During the course of his remarks Mr. Harrison denounced seventy-five 


per cent of the professional fights as fakes, and said that under no circum- 
stances should such a^condition of affairs be permitted to obtain.

Mr. Harrison knew very well that the percentage of actual ring fakes 


has.been very small. The manner in .which the Fitzsimmons-Jeffrie's fake 
was exposed frightened the prizefight managers into conducting their.matches 
on: more or less'-honest lines. The statement that, as a rule the managers 
of'a fight know which man is going to win is "nearly correct." 


The reason the managers have a pretty fair knowledge of the man who 


is going to win, is because they are thoroughly familiar with the ability of 
eack of the contestants. For instance, they know that if Jones is ift good 
condition, there is no reason why he should.not defeat Smith. -The manager* 
of the club keep thoroughly posted on the manner in which the men thejr 
have engaged to fight are training. 'In this way they are certain of Jones' 
'condition. So the-fact that the management frequently knows who is going 
to win is due more to information than to any deliberate arrangement with 
the pugilists. 


Mr.- Harrison's wholesale denunciation of prizefights seems rather ludii 


crous to any one with a memory. A few years ago the Olympic Club made 


' a specialty of conducting professional prizefights. These matches were con- 


ducted for the purpose of raising funds to get the club out of debt, and I 
have no doube they did much toward settling the financial difficulty in which 
the Olympic Club was involved. 


I am told on very good authority that the anti-prizefight bill will become 


a law. It is almost certain to pass the Senate, and has a very, good chance 
of getting through the' House. Governor Pardee has already announced 
his intention to sign the bill if it passes the Legislature,

Properly Rear Them.

The proper rearing of children has al- 


ways been a favorite topic for discussion, 
and It has generally been conceded th.at 
unmarried women have more advice to 
offer on that subject than 
have

mothers* themselevs.

It is much easier to theorize than it Js 


to practice, therefore it is yiven to these 
exponents of domesticity to tell how the 
thing should -be don?. Childless married 
women are good seconds to maiden ladies . 
of certain, or rather uncertain age when 
It cornea to tolling about this consummate 
art, and probably the Lady from Phila- 
delphia could also add valuable informa- 
tion were sho requested to do so. 


Thft majority of these women air their 


opinions in public. They tell freely just 
hosv the duty should be performed, from 
the moment of birth up to the time tho 
child arrfvos at manhood and womanhood 
—usually they go even further, and begin 
their premises by a lengthy introduction 
dealing with pre-natal Influences. 


Ono would gather from the advice that 


children could be put through their paces 
Uke so maay automatons. Do thus and 
BO, say theso platform lecturers. "Chil- 
dren should be taught implicit obedience. 
They should go to bed at such'an hour, 
and should rise at such another hour." 


Stranga to say, no two of these ad- 


visors agree in detail. One self-constitut- 
ed authority will tell you that children 
should never be allowed to eat between 
meals, while another will announce with 
equal positiveness that a child should 
be given . food whenever it is hungry. 
This Is only one of the many points of dif- 
ferentiation. 
These speakers forget that 


they are dealing with human souls. They 
do not take into consideration that chil- 
dren usually have pronounced individu- 
alities and ideas of their own almost from 
babyhood, and that each and every one 
of them demands discriminating guidance 
to make life a success. 


All are not equally endowed with either 


-physical strength or brain power, and it 
Is a matter of note that these theorjsta 
reckon from a standpoint which entirely 
eliminates the personality of the child. 


Mothers alone remain silent, for they 


of all others know that each child is a 
law unto Itself, and that it is impossible 
to follow one general rule In the rearing 
of children. 


Observe the members of one family, 


•While they may possess certain traits in 
common, they are Just as sure to have 


differ widely.. The genius 


and the dullard, the scholar and the fool, 
the honest man and the thief may .spring 
from the same parentage, and be sur- 
rounded during childhood with practically 
the same home influence. How account, 
then, for the differences? 


It is noticeable that childless women 


apply their theories upon birds, cats or 
dogs, rather than adopt orphans. In this 
they show their wisdom, for a pursuance 
of the latter course would surely shat- 
ter pre-conceived ideas. 


It is a brave woman, or else an ignor- 


ant one who 'voluntarily takes upon her- 
self the task of bearing and rearing chil- 
dren.

BEKKELET, 
January 
28.—The- 


.crowded condition of the entomologi- 
cal department, together with the great 
demand for the extension of this de- 
partment's work to rural districts, has 
Induced the board of regents to erect 
another temporary building, on 
the 


campus. 
An appropriation of $7500 


for this purpose was made recently, 
and the directors are but awaiting the 
outcome of present legislation at Snr- 
ramonto. Should the needed approp- 
riation for a new Agricultural build- 
Ing be allowed the entomology depart- 
ment will be assigned quarters in that; 
otherwise It will be obliged to put up 
a temporary structure. 
The classes have grown so large 
that It Is impossible to accommodate 
them In the old rooms, and they are 
being tossed about from one place to 
another. At present Professor Wood- 
worth's class, agriculture 7 A, is meet- 
ing: In South hall. This popular course 
on the Insect life may be offered for 
prescribed natural science and is be- 
ing attended by a large number of 
1 under classmen. 
The laboratory sec- 


tions are also very overcrowded and 
students may be found performing ex- 


'-perlments out In the halls and ante- 


rooms. 
The lines of work proposed for the 
coming year by the entomologists in- 
clude the following:

against the pest. The cherry slug of 
the Suisun valley is to receive some 
well merited attention. This is the 
larva of the saw fly, which attacks 
the fruit after the blossoms fall and 
the fruit has just set. The insect 
bites the fruit and causes 'it to fall 
prematurely. Arsenic sprays are to be 
used against this pest.

Georgia, weie the only two progress- 
ive cities that I visited in the South, 
but the drinking water in the former 
place has to be distilled and in the 
latter place to be 'bleached, because It 
is naturally red 


1 tnen went down the east coast 


of Floilda and stopped at Ihe cele- 
brated Flagler Hotels 
The owner has 


spent millions upon millions for the 
entertainment of rich people from the 
North who go there after the holi- 
days to get away from the beautiful 
snow, and revel In tri sunshine on 
pretty lawns among lii.urious plants 
of variegated hues underneath royal 
palms and cocoamitrees, and a va- 
riety of evergreens 


HOTELS BEAUTIFUL. 


'At St Augustine, a quaint old city, 


the Hotels Alcazar and the Ponce de 
Leon are undoubtedly the finest tour- 
ist hotels in the -world. (They are built 
of shell concrete lock that Is found in 
the vlolnlty 
In the courtyards there 


are magnificent fountains and streams 
and water basins and rustic bridges 
and colonades that serve as arbors for 
climbing vines 
Here are palms and 


roses and many flowering plants in 
bloom 
In either of these hotels one 


could put about all the hotels of Oak- 
land within tne court 
At night the 


court is gay 
with 
coloied electric 


lights but alas, at night time, every- 
vvheie in Florida one cannot safely toe 
out in the air 
At sunset, dampness 


suddenly develops and drives people 
Indoors 
The Alcazar Hotel cost over 


a million and a half dollars, and the 
Ponce de Leon cost three millions 


"We passed Ormonde, where 
the 


auto-maniacs were assembling for the 
race on the beach and halted next at 
Palm Beacn 
The hotels there are 


beautifullj 
located 
The Breakers 


faces the Atlantic Ocean, and across 
the strip of main land a half mile 
distant, is located the Royal Polncl- 
ana on Lake Worth 
The latter hotel 


was not yet opened as the rush of 
toulists does not begin until about the 
middle of January 
'The 
Breakers' 


is itself a very large and fine hotel, 
and the Royal Polnciana K the larg- 
est hotel In tne world 
The land ex- 


tending between these hotels and for 
a mile or more on either side, In- 
cluding golf and tennis grounds, etc, 
is all made ground, and the earth for 
filling was brought from the northern 
part of Florida 
The "whole country 


about IB a jungle, with marshes and 
bayous, and at 
great expense the 


grounds abouV the hotels have been 
made beautiful to look 
upon, with 


groves of palms and evergreens and 
a 
luxurious vegetation. 
Still, 
the 


natural habitat of this section Is the 
crocodile, and he should have been 
left In peaceful 
possession 
because 


air Is at best miasmatic, and at night, 
not only unhealthy, but disagreeably 
chilly 
But the lobsters, from New 


York and Boston don't know any bet- 
ter, not having 
been 
In California, 


and they are satisfied to sun them- 
selves with the crocodiles during the 
day,—and it Is not a very far step 
from a crocodile to a lobster. There 
are many 
beautiful 
residences 
at 


Palm Beach owned by wealthy North- 
erners, and Flagler himself lives there 
In great ^luxury In his private resi- 
dence 


"At Washington I saw a Persian rug 


for which he paid $12,000 for tite 
home 
I also saw there another rug 


purchased by 
Senator 
Elkins, the 


price of which was $22,000- 


BOOM AT MIAMI. 


"The next and southernmost hotel of 


the Flagler series is the Royal Palm 
facing the Biscayjie Bay at Miami 
Lie grounds about 
this hotel are 


very beautiful—naturally as well as 
artistically. The hotel Is* very large, 
but was not yet opened for the sea- 
son when I was there Miami unlike oth- 
er eastern coast Florida towns is natu- 
rally a foot or two above the water 
on a limestone deposit—the fossil re- 
mains of coral builders .and shell flan. 
There is much gardening In this sec- 
tion and there are many pineapple 
plantations and cocoanut groves. One 
may ride a few miles In a steam 
launch up the Miami river 
to its 


source In f.ie Everglades of Florida, 
where the water flows a little too 


swlBily for the comfort of the croco- 
dile In the neighboring slimy bayous 


"One of the industries of this sec- 


tion is fishing, and taking a steam 
ashing launch brings jou in about two 
hours out to the breakers where you 
can catch a king-fish weighing from 
flve to twenty pounds about every 
minute during a certain hour of the 
forenoon 
You need no bait as the 


bright sinker attracts the fish and he 
lumps for It but usually misses it and 
rises from ten to fifteen feet out of 
the water 
and 
then 
more 
surely 


catches the hook going down When 
many are fishing fiom a boa, there is 
an apparent swarm of monster flying 
fish. 


"Miami has a boom on, and lots In 


the Jungles along the river with a 
frontage of one hundred feet on imag- 
inary streets are selling to Northern- 
ers from $2000 to $6000 a lot 


"Theie is no communication farther 


south, but steamers ply between Mia- 
mi and Key West 
There are no good 


hotels in Key West, hut the city has 
an extensive business In the manu- 
facture of tobacco and in sponge fish- 


ing, 
and there are some orange groves. 


"The oranges of Florida either the 


Indian river oranges of the east coast, 
or those grown about Tampa on the 
west coast, are all inferior to Cali- 
fornia o-anges. But the grape fruit 
and the lemons grown there are better 
than ours. 


ARRIVES AT HAVANA. 


"At 10 o'clock at night we went 


aboard a steamer, and upon waking 
the next morning, found ourselves in 
the beautiful narbor of Havana. Pass- 
ing the picturesque Moro Castle and 
the formerly, invincible fortress of 
Cabana, and In the center of the har- 


bor, 
the wreck of the Maine we ar- 


rived at the City of Havana, one of 
the most beautiful cities in the world, 
with its fine wharves and breakwater, 
its 
well-paved 
streets, the larger 


thoroughfares being bordered by fine 
sidewalks and rows of banyan trees, 
and central promenades also shaded 
by trees. Tne principal stores are in 
narrow streets where they are shel- 
tered from the heat of summer. Thp 
buildings are of brick and stone, the 
verandes, arcades and coifrts, all of 
Moorish design 
The hotels are also 


of the Spanish style and the propri- 
etors are Spanish or Cuban, which Is 
about the same thing, for most Cubans 
are Spanish, and white—much whiter 
than any Mexican. The dark Cubans 
are mostly of the lower class, and re- 
semble negroes, but the latter are far 
more industrious and Intelligent than 
the best class of negroes in the South- 
ern States, or, I may add, the natives 
of any other tropical country visited 
toy me. 


CUBANS CONTENTED. 


"The people in Cuba are generally 


contented. They have a good govern- 
ment and their present progress is 
phenomenal. They bonded the island 
to the United States for $50,000,000 
for forty years 
They are not only 


able to meet the interest and annual 
payments on these 
bonds, 
and to 


maintain 
various 
public 
improve- 


ments, including beautiful parks scat- 
tered throughout Havana, and In other 
cities of the island, out of the low' 
general taxation, but they are worrv- 
ing because they are not allowed to 
pay off the national debt before matu- 
rity. They now have $10,000 000 sur- 
plus in their treasury that they don't 
know what to do with 


"General Wood cleaned up the City 


of Havana. Sewers were land and are 
still being «onstructed and the City is 
one of the cleanest as well as one of 
the most attractive In the world 


"General Wood inaugurated anoth- 


er good thing, the legalizing of the 
game of hal-alal, a ball game, played 
In well-lighted courts three nights a 
week during the winter season 
It is 


the most fascinating and skillful of 
games, and is not dangerous, except 
you bet on the champion players, who 
usually lose/ hut receive salaries- of 
from $600 to J1200 a month fach This 
game satisfies the Spanish tempera- 
ment and is a substitute 
for 
bull- 


fighting and cock-fighting, which have 
been prohibited. 


CAVES OF MATANZAS. 


"The city of Havana, with its 250,000 


population, has an ample nater supply 
from a single spring, and this -water 
is clear, cool and pure. I rrde over 
the country to Matanzas to see the 
wonderful oaves there 
The topogra- 


phy of the country was beautiful. The 
land generally rolling, with here and 
there a level valley margined by hills 
or mountains and the landscape made 
particularly picturesque by being dot- 
ted with the lofty Royal Palms. 


"We passed through many sugar 


plantations where three or four crops 
of cane are raised a year, and besides, 
during the earlier growth of the cane, 
beans and lentels are grown between 
the rows 
The soil is surpassingly 


rich and is not exhausted by the rais- 
ing of tobacco, sugar cane, pineap- 
ples, oranges, other citrus fruits and 
vegetables 


"The climate of Havana is probably 


as nearly perfect as that of any coun- 
try in the world. It is not depressing 
like tropical climates elsewhere, not 
even like Southern California in the 
summer. Every morning at 9 or 10 
o'clock there Is a. fresh breeze from 
the Atlantic, which lasts all day, and 
at evening there is a gulf breeze whic:-i 
tempers the night air. The tempera- 
ture when I was there was about 70 
to 75 day and night, and In the sum- 
mer, the 
temperature 
rarely rises 


over 85 degrees 
There is no day in 


the year when one may not be quite 
comfortable in the shade hi light 
woolen clothing. Tie climate in win- 
ter Is infinitely better than that of 
Florida, and all the year round, it is 
probably only equalled by the climate 
of California, 
The whole Island has 


an abundant water supply, and has 
occasional light showers 
the year 


round. Cuba has a great future The 
charm of Its cUmate and Its horticul- 
tural and agricultural advantages are 
springing Into new life under the au- 
spices of the capable and progressive 


government, and It •will soon b»e*in« : 
the garden spot of this earth 


"NO PLACE LIKE HOME." 


"From Cuba we wended our way 


back to California, and when w« got 
out on the rear platform of the ob- 
servation, car a few morning* ago, 
•while cmning through RedlandB, th« 
air was so refreshingawnd the*ora£f« 
groves so beautiful, that It itlrrcd In 
the Californlans present a thrill' of 
pride and pleasure. 


"Arriving at Los Angei«« w» found 


the country unusually green after th« 
eatly rains, and tie city to he.v« 
grown immensely, 
even* during th« 


past >ear 
The crop of tourist* thtary 


is still as abundant. «s the iurteor4> 
ing horticultural advancement 


1 then visited San Diego for th» 


first time,, a lo/ely ride, for about 
one-third »of the distance thiou-fh or- 
ange i, groves and splendidly culti-rated 
orchards of various kinds, the re- 
maining portion of the 
ride b«lnt 


along the beautiful shores of the Pa- 
cific 
I went directly over to Coro- 


nado and rode up a long avenue that 
stretches from the ferry to the Coro- 
nado Hotel 
This avenue and th» 


other walks and drives about Corona- 
do are very beautiful. The hotel ha* 
four fronts. The main front look* cot 
upon both the sea and San TAtfO fcay. 
and the west front faces the sea beach, 
where it is a never ending pleMure 
to see end hear the breakers, and at 
evening to watch from this place the 
most glorious of sunsets.

Is most delighted when he finds them. 
For it is the character, according to 
Mr. Taft, that molds the features and 
expression and -makes a woman beau-' 
tlful or ugly, as 
the 
case;' may be. 
Character 'and 
individuality,. which 
also includes disposition, 
determine 


whether the' eyes, will be bright and 
twinkling, the mouth smiling and' be- 
witching, and-the whole effect, pleas- 
ing to the artist even than regularity 
of features and form. 
"It would be Impossible for any 
man to say what the the things that 
represent 'his .ideal in his ideal type 
of woman," said Mr. Taft. "Of course, 
the organs of-expression, the eyes arid 
the .mouth, are most apt to attract 
and please.
